TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 

Mr,  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  again  to  discharge  my  duty  in  submitting  to  you  an  annual  report 
on  the  health  of  the  District,  and  in  doing  so  I  conform  to  the  requirements 
of  the  Minister  of  Health  as  set  out  in  circular  3/62. 

The  population  of  the  District  has  continued  to  increase  and  is  now  well 
above  the  40,000  mark.  The  routine  statistics  of  birthrate  and  deathrate  are 
fairly  similar  to  recent  years,  but  the  infant  mortality  at  28,0  pver  1000 
live  births  (though  lower  than  that  for  the  previous  year)  is  higher  than  the 
5-year  average  and  higher  than  the  National  rate  of  21 .4. 

During  each  of  the  five  years  1956  to  1960  an  average  of  14  persons  lost 
their  lives  in  Worsley  as  a  result  of  cancer  of  the  Lung:  in  1961  the  number 
of  deaths  from  this  one  cause  was  19.  In  the  present  state  of  our  knowledge 
this  is  the  most  readily  preventable  of  all  the  causes  of  death.  The  most 
significant  event  during  the  past  twelve  months  has  been  the  publication  of 
the  report  of  the  Royal  College  of  Physicians  on  ’’Smoking  and  Health,”  which 
gives  a  clear  and  unbiased  presentation  of  the  statistical  evidence  which 
incriminates  tobacco  smoking,  particularly  heavy  cigarette  smoking,  as  the 
main  cause  of  lung  cancer. 

In  1961,  30  deaths,  or  7.2%  of  all  deaths,  were  attributed  to  bronchitis, 
as  compared  with  28  in  the  previous  year.  In  regard  to  bronchitis,  the  Report 
of  the  Medical  Research  Council  for  1959-60  states:  “the  effect  of  acute 
changes  in  atmospheric  pollution  upon  the  health  of  those  with  existing  chest 
diseases  has  been  abundantly  demonstrated,  ...  and  ...  it  is  clear  that 
cigarette  smoking  and  air  pollution  are  two  important  factors  in  the  causation 
of  bronchitis."  Some  account  is  given  later  in  this  volume  of  the  work  being 
done  in  regard  to  atmospheric  pollution,  but  the  Council  cannot  rest  content 
until  the  ultimate  goal  is  reached  of  having  Smoke  Control  Orders  covering  the 
entire  area  of  the  District. 
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At  the  very  end  of  1961  and  early  in  1962  a  number  of  cases  of  imported 
smallpox  appeared  in  this  country,  and  a  few  persons  in  Worsley  were  notified 
to  the  Department  as  contacts  of  possible  suspect  cases.  The  problem  so  far 
as  Worsley  was  concerned  was  in  fact  of  almost  negligible  proportions,  but  the 
panic  demand  from  members  of  the  public  for  vaccination  against  smallpox  was 
such  as  to  throw'  a  considerable  amount  of  work  upon  all  the  health  services 
in  the  area.  The  Public  Health  Act,  1961,  confers  new  powers  to  facilitate 
the  prevention  and  notification  of  disease,  e.g.,  in  regard  to  compulsory 
medical  examination  in  certain  circumstances. 

As  in  former  years,  this  report  includes  for  your  guidance  a  synopsis  of 
the  health  and  welfare  services  provided  within  the  District  by  the  County 
Council  (pages  14  to  18  ).  The  Divisional  Health  Committee  No.  15  (on  which 
your  Council  has  four  representatives)  is  responsible  -  with  myself  as  its 
chief  executive  officer  -  for  the  day-to-day  administration  of  these  services, 
and  one  notes  with  satisfaction  their  steady  expansion  to  meet  growing  needs, 
and  their  close  integration  with  the  services  provided  directly  by  your  Council. 

In  the  accompanying  report  of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  -  whose 
co-operation,  along  with  the  staff  of  the  Department,  I  readily  acknowledge  - 
you  will  find  a  record  of  steady  continuance  in  the  routine  tasks  of  environ¬ 
mental  health.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  you  for  your  confidence,  and  to  the 
officers  of  the  other  departments  of  the  Council  for  their  co-operation, 
throughout  the  year.

PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS 


The  area  of  the  Urban  District  is  7,440  acres  and  is  bounded  on  the 
north  by  the  Borough  of  Famworth  and  the  Urban  District  of  Kearsiey,  the 
Borough  of  Swinton  and  Pendlebury  on  the  east,  and  the  Borough  of  Eccles 
and  the  Urban  District  of  Irlam  to  the  south  and  the  County  Borough  of 
Bolton  and  Urban  District  of  Tyldesley  to  the  west. 

The  area  slopes  gradually  from  north  to  south,  the  highest  point  being 
Spa  Lane,  near  the  Farnworth  boundary  which  is  379  feet  above  ordnance  datum, 
and  the  lowest  point  is  in  Barton  Road  near  the  Eccles  boundary  which  is  76 
feet  above  ordnance  datum. 

The  district  is  mixed  in  character  being  partly  rural,  partly 
residential  and  partly  industrial,  A  large  part  of  the  district  is  subject 
to  mining  subsidence. 

The  district  is  well  served  by  transport  facilities,  both  rail  and 
bus  services.  The  Bridgewater  Canal,  along  which  large  quantities  of  coal 
are  transported,  traverses  the  district  from  east  to  west. 

Two  trunk  roads,  the  Liverpool  East  Lancashire  Road  (A. 580)  and  the 
Manchester  to  Chorley  Road  (A. 6)  pass  through  the  district.  In  addition 
there  are  many  mineral  lines  radiating  from  collieries  to  the  various 
disposal  points. 

A  wide  variety  of  industry  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  principal 
industries  are  as  follows:-  coal  mining,  cotton  spinning,  weaving  and  dyeing, 
tailoring  and  garment  making,  light  and  heavy  engineering,  chemical  manufacture 
and  food  preparation  and  processing. 

No  conditions  of  occupation  appear  to  have  had  a  prejudicial  effect  on 
the  health  of  residents  of  the  district. 

There  were  13,579  inhabited  houses  at  the  31st  December.  This 
represents  an  occupational  density  of  2.9  persons  per  occupied  dwellinghouse. 
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POPULATION  (TABLE  II) 


The  resident  population  of  Worsley  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General  as 
at  mid-1961  was  40,400,  an  increase  of  2,120  on  the  estimated  population  for 
the  previous  year  (38,280)  and  an  increase  of  13,097  on  the  1951  census,  but 
548  fewer  than  the  figure  published  in  the  preliminary  report  of  the  1961  censu: 
Table  II  in  the  appendix  gives  some  idea  of  the  rapid  growth  in  the  population 
of  the  District  over  the  past  fifteen  years,  a  growth  which  has  been  due  to 
both  natural  increase  and  in  recent  years  to  the  ’'overspill”  housing  developmen 

BIRTHS  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

The  number  of  live  births  during  1961  was  679  (346  males  and  333  females) 
as  compared  with  668  in  I960,  This  gives  a  live  birth-rate  of  16,8  per  1,000 
population,  which  is  a  little  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  (17,5)  and 
below  the  average  rate  for  the  five  years  1956/60  (17,4). 

STILL-BIRTHS  (See  Table  I) 

The  still-births  numbered  18,  The  still-birth  rate  was  25.8  per  1,000 
live  and  still-births  as  compared  with  27.7  per  1 ,000  in  1960  and  an  average 
rate  of  23.6  for  the  five  years  1956/60. 

MATERNAL  MORTALITY  (see  Table  I) 

One  maternal  death  occured  during  the  year  1961  and  is  the  first  since 
1955.  No  such  deaths  have  occurred  during  the  five  years  1956/60. 

INFANT  MORTALITY  (See  Tables  I  and  II) 

During  1961  there  were  19  deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  of  age,  which 
gives  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  28.0  per  1,000  live  births.  This  rate  is 
much  higher  than  the  average  rate  of  22.1  for  the  five  years  1956/60  and  is 
also  higher  than  the  national  rate  of  21  .4  in  1961. 

The  neonatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  deaths  occurring  in  the  first 
month  of  life,  were  14,  giving  a  neonatal  mortality  of  20.6  per  1,000  live 
births  as  compared  with  an  average  rate  of  17.1  for  the  five  years  1956/60. 

The  perinatal  deaths,  i.e.  the  number  of  stillbirths  (18)  plus  the  number 
of  deaths  occurring  during  the  first  seven  days  of  life  (12)  were  30.  This 
gives  a  perinatal  mortality  rate  of  43.0  per  1,000  live  and  stillbirths.

(See  Tables  I  to  IV) 

The  number  of  deaths  at  all  ages  during  the  year  was  414  compared  with 
392  in  I960,  The  crude  death  rate  was  10*2  per  1  *000  of  the  population, 
which  is  the  same  as  the  previous  year.  If  the  death  rate  for  the  District 
is  to  be  fairly  compared  with  that  which  obtains  in  neighbouring  districts 
it  should  be  multiplied  by  the  Registrar  General1 s  "comparability  factor" 

(1.36  for  Worsley)  to  give  the  "adjusted"  death-rate  of  13.9  per  1 ,000 
population.  This  factor  takes  into  account  the  differing  age  structure  of 
the  populations  in  different  districts  and  the  presence  in  any  district  of  a 
chronic  sick  hospital  (which  would  otherwise  weight  unfavourable  the  death 
rate  for  that  district).  The  death  rate  for  England  and  Wales  for  1961  was 
12.0  per  1,000  population. 

The  causes  of  death  are  clearly  set  out  in  Table  III.  It  will  be  seen 
from  this  table  that  the  greatest  number  of  deaths  was  due  to  causes 
relating  to  the  heart  or  circulatory  system  (causes  Nos.  17  to  21)  which 
together  accounted  for  214  deaths  or  51.7  per  cent  of  the  total.  The  high 
proportion  of  deaths  due  to  cancer  is  given  separate  mention  below.  Bronchitis 
was  responsible  for  30  deaths  or  7.2  per  cent  of  the  total  deaths. 

In  Table  IV  I  have  given  the  age  distribution  of  deaths  and  it  will  be 
noted  that  the  deaths  of  persons  aged  65  years  and  upwards  accounted  for  63 % 
of  the  total  deaths  and  deaths  of  those  between  45  and  65  years  for  28%.  During 
the  five  year  period  1955/59  the  average  percentages  were  63.0%  and  26.2 % 
respectively.

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  57  deaths  (43  males  and  14  females)  in  which 
the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post-mortem  examination  and/or 
coroner’s  inquests.  This  represents  13.8%  of  all  the  deaths  in  the  district.

MORTUARIES 

Five  bodies  were  admitted  to  the  mortuary*  Manchester  Road  West,  Little 
Hulton. 

In  addition,  27  bodies  from  the  Walkden  police  area  were  directed  to  the 
Davyhulme  and  Bridgewater  Hospitals  for  post  mortem  examination  and  eleven 
bodies  from  the  Little  Hulton  police  area  were  directed  to  the  Bolton  General 
Hospital . 

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

There  were  942  notifications  of  infectious  disease  (including  tuber¬ 
culosis)  during  the  year  compared  with  574  during  1960. 

The  increase  was  due  principally  to  the  greater  number  of  cases  of 
measles  notified  (675  against  199). 

There  were  1 1 9  cases  of  dysentery  which  was  a  decrease  of  283  on  the 
previous  year. 

Of  the  53  cases  of  food  poisoning  41  were  single  cases  and  there  was  one 
family  outbreak  involving  five  persons.  No  foods  were  found  to  be  implicated. 

An  outbreak  involving  nine  persons,  seven  of  whom  resided  in  the  district, 
occurred  at  a  local  factory.  The  causative  organism  was  Cl.  Welchii  which  was 
isolated  both  from  the  stools  of  the  affected  persons  and  also  from  a  portion 
of  roast  sirloin  remaining  after  the  meal  served  in  the  factory  canteen. 

110  persons  were  served  with  the  meal  but  only  nine  were  affected. 

The  meat  w^as  roasted  on  Friday  afternoon  and  stored  in  a  refrigerator 
over  week-end.  The  meat  was  served  for  lunch  at  noon  on  Monday.  Subsequent 
examination  revealed  that  the  refrigerator  was  not  operating  at  the  correct 
temperature  and  this  was  a  contributing  factory  to  the  outbreak. 

There  were  two  notified  causes  of  paralytic  polion\ylitis ,  one  adult  and 
one  child,  neither  of  whom  had  completed  a  full  course  of  vaccination  against 
the  disease. 

The  distribution  of  these  cases  as  between  various  age  groups  and  in  the 
various  wards  of  the  district  is  shown  in  Table  V,  while  in  Table  VI  the 
infectious  diseases  experienced  in  1961  is  seen  along  with  that  of  the  preceding 
25  years. 

TUBERCULOSIS 

Statistical  particulars  relative  to  the  incidence  of  tuberculosis  are 
given  in  Tables  VII,  VIII  and  IX.  It  will  be  seen  that  there  were  18  new 
cases  during  the  year  (15  respiratory  and  3  non-respiratory)  and  that  there 
was  one  death.  This  death  represents  a  death  rate  from  tuberculosis  of  0.02 
per  1 ,000  population,  which  compares  with  the  rate  for  England  and  Wales  of 
0.072.  It  will  be  seen  from  Table  VIII  that  there  was  a  net  decrease  of  17  in 
the  total  number  of  cases  known  to  the  Department  and  resident  in  the  District.

VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 


Vaccination  against  Smallpox. 

Infant  vaccination  gives  a  measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for 
many  years;  should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in 
a  modified  form  and  a  fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  have  the  choice 
of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of  four  months. 


(1)  by  a  "triple”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 

whooping  cough,  and  tetanus; 

(2)  by  a  "combined"  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping  cough; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(5)  against  tetanus  only; 

(6)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus; 

(7)  against  whooping  cough  and  tetanus. 


In  the  case  of  "triple",  "combined"  or  whooping  cough  immunisation, 
three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than  one  month. 


These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  Clinics  and  by 
general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council  pays  a  fee  to 
general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a  record  card  containing  particulars  of 
these  inmunisations.

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Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis. 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance  with 
instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was  offered  during  the 
year  to  all  persons  who  have  not  at  the  time  of  their  application  for 
vaccination  reached  the  age  of  forty  and  also  to  the  following  small  groups:-. 

(a)  Persons  going  to  visit  or  reside  in  a  country  outside  Europe, 

other  than  Canada  or  the  United  States  of  America. 

(b)  Practising  dental  surgeons,  dental  students,  dental  hygienists, 

student  hygienists,  dental  surgeons*  chairside  assistants, 

and  their  families. 

(c)  Practising  nurses  not  working  in  hospitals  and  their  families. 

(d)  Public  health  staff  who  might  come  into  contact  with 

poliomyelitis  cases,  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a  total  of  13,974  residents  had  been  vaccinated 
(by  two  injections)  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme;  2,604  of  these 
vaccinations  were  done  during  the  year  under  report.  During  the  year  1 ,474 
third  injections  and  2,405  fourth  injections  were  given. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis. 

Under  the  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of  children 
about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their  children  being  skin- 
tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to  their  being  vaccinated  against 
tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if  the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be  susceptible 
to  this  disease.  During  1961,  339  school  children  were  skin-tested  in  this 
manner,  293  of  them  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis,  and  293  of 
them  were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G.  Any  questions  about  B.C.G.  should  be  raised 
with  the  School  Medical  Officer  at  the  clinic. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT.  1948 

Section  47  of  this  Act,  as  amended  in  1951,  gives  power  to  remove 
compulsorily  to  hospital  or  Part  111  accommodation,  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which  they 
are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

Action  is  only  taken  as  a  last  resort  when  a  person  is  in  an  advanced 
state  of  neglect  and  is  unwilling  to  go  voluntarily. 

During  the  year  two  cases  came  to  notice  in  which  it  was  necessary  to 
take  action  under  this  section.

TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  WORSLEY  URBAN  DISTRICT  COUNCIL 
Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  reporting  on  the  sanitary  conditions  of  the  district 
and  on  the  refuse  collection  and  disposal  service  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1961, 

The  slowing  down  of  the  building  programme  and  the  demands  of  the  Bolton 
Road  redevelopment  area  necessitated  a  temporary  slackening  in  the  pace  of 
slum  clearance,  and  consequently  only  twenty-eight  houses  were  represented  to 
the  Council  as  being  unfit  for  habitation. 

A  survey  of  the  older  houses  in  the  district  was  completed  at  the 
beginning  of  the  year  and,  on  the  findings  of  the  survey  a  further  five-year 
Slum  Clearance  Programme  was  formulated.  One  hundred  and  eighty-four  houses 
were  deemed  to  be  unfit  for  habitation,  and  it  Is  anticipated  that  all  these 
can  be  cleared  before  the  end  of  1965. 

Two  prosecutions  were  taken  for  the  sale  and  exposure  of  mouldy  foods. 

The  first  case  involved  a  number  of  cooked  chickens  which  had  been 
for  several  days  alternately  on  display  in  a  shop  window  during  the  day  and 
in  store  in  a  refrigerator  at  night.  They  had  all  developed  a  considerable 
growth  of  mould,  principally  on  the  inner  surfaces  of  the  birds.  This  is  a 
reminder  that  whilst  the  refrigerator  can  be  of  untold  value  in  the  control 
of  putrefactive  and  pathogenic  bacteria,  it  can  if  improperly  used  become  a 
serious  source  of  danger. 

The  second  case  concerned  the  sale  of  mouldy  cakes  which  were  said  to 
have  exceeded  their  saleable  life.  This  growing  practice  of  giving  an 
"expectation  of  life"  to  meat  pies  and  confectionery  products,  especially  by 
the  large  scale  producers  whose  factories  are  often  far  removed  from  the 
shops  at  which  they  are  sold,  makes  one  wonder  whether  we  are  always 
progressing  in  the  fight  direction.  However,  it  does  emphasise  the  necessity 
to  ensure  careful  rotation  of  stocks  and  the  withdrawal  of  old  stock  from  sale. 
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The  first  smoke  control  order  came  into  operation  in  November  and, 
although  it  involved  only  a  comparatively  small  number  of  houses,  it  was  an 
event  of  great  importance  as  it  represented  the  first  determined  effort  to 
reduce  the  pollution  of  the  atmosphere  by  domestic  smoke. 

Improvements  to  the  two  private  slaughterhouses  were  virtually  completed 
by  the  end  of  the  year  in  readiness  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Slaughter¬ 
houses  (Hygiene)  Regulations,  1958,  the  provisions  of  which  were  to  come  into 
force  on  the  1st  January,  1962. 

An  innovation  during  the  year  was  the  use  of  disposable  paper  sacks  for 
the  storage  of  refuse  at  the  maisonettes  over  the  Little  Hulton  District 
Centre  Shops,  This  has  proved  to  be  an  admirable  system  for  dwellings  at 
first  floor  level  and  could  well  be  extended  to  all  dwellings  to  provide  a 
hygienic  method  of  refuse  storage  and  also  dustless  loading. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  Dr.  Elwood, 
and  all  the  members  of  the  department  for  their  support  during  the  year.

The  establishment  consists  of  a  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  Deputy 
Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  two  Additional  Public  Health  Inspectors,  a 
Student  Public  Health  Inspector  and  two  Clerk/Typists.  All  positions  were 
filled  during  the  whole  of  the  year. 

COMPLAINTS  (Table  X) 

583  complaints  covering  a  variety  of  nuisances  were  made  to  the  department 
either  by  personal  visit  to  the  office,  by  telephone  or  by  letter.  All 
complaints  are  investigated  and  appropriate  action  taken. 

VISITS  AND  INSPECTIONS  (TABLE  XI) 

The  number  of  visits  and  type  of  premises  inspected  are  shown  in  Table  XI. 
Mere  numbers  in  themselves  indicate  little,  either  in  time  or  effort.  Some 
complaints  take  hours  of  investigation  spread  over  a  long  period,  and  others 
are  dealt  with  in  a  matter  of  minutes.  What  is  really  important  is  to  reach 
a  satisf actory  conclusion  to  each  inspection  or  investigation. 

NUISANCES  FOUND  AND  ABATED 


Table  XII  indicates  the  nature  of  nuisances  and  defects  discovered  and 
abated. 


NOTICES  SERVED  AND  LEGAL  PROCEEDINGS 

203  informal  notices  and  3  statutory  notices  were  served  to  secure  the 
abatement  of  nuisances  and  remedying  of  defects.  No  legal  proceedings  were 
instituted  for  this  purpose. 


HOUSING 

General 

11!  Amt  ■  ‘-‘E  i 

The  housing  conditions  of  the  district  are  comparatively  good.  About 
47  per  cent  of  all  houses  are  owned  by  the  Council  and  of  the  remainder  there 
is  a  large  number  of  modern  privately  owned  detached  and  semi-detached  houses 
and  a  residue  in  the  main  of  cottage  type  dwellings,  two  roans  up  and  two 
down.  There  are  comparatively  few  larger  three  bedroomed  houses,  such  as 
were  built  in  many  districts  during  the  early  part  of  this  century. 
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blum  Clearance 

During  the  year  22  houses  were  represented  by  the  Medical  Officer  of 
Health  for  inclusion  in  clearance  areas,  and  six  houses  were  reported  as 
being  unfit  for  habitation  to  be  dealt  with  by  individual  unfit  house  procedure. 

A  housing  survey  completed  during  the  early  months  of  the  year  revealed 
the  existence  of  a  further  184  which  were  considered  to  be  unfit  for  habitation. 

Unlike  many  north  country  towns  there  are  no  large  areas  of  congested 
houses  in  the  district  and  it  is  only  in  rare  instances  that  the  narrowness  or 
bad  arrangement  of  the  streets  can  be  used  as  evidence  of  unfitness.  The 
houses  now  becoming  unfit,  are  those  in  short  terraces  which  are  reaching  the 
end  of  their  useful  life  by  reason  of  old  age,  dampness  and  disrepair. 

Rehousing  of  families  from  confirmed  clearance  areas  continued  during  the 
year  and  79  unfit  houses  were  demolished. 

Housing  Repairs 

155  houses  were  rendered  fit  as  a  result  of  notices  from  the  department. 
Three  statutory  notices  were  served  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

Rent  Act,  1957 

There  was  again  only  one  application  for  a  certificate  of  disrepair  and 
as  the  owner  of  the  house  concerned  gave  an  undertaking  to  remedy  all  of  the 
defects  no  certificate  was  issued. 


House  Building  (Table  XIV) 

House  building  again  continued  at  a  steady  rate  and  a  total  of  412  units  of 
accoranodation  were  provided.  Of  these  68  were  built  by  the  Council  for  local 
needs,  229  for  Salford  residents  and  155  were  built  for  private  occupation. 

Improvement  Grants  (Table  XIV) 

The  Engineer  and  Surveyor  states  that  there  were  58  applications  for 
discretionary  improvement  grants  and  9  applications  for  standard  grants. 

Improvements  to  54  houses  were  completed  during  the  year. 
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INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY 


( a)  Inspection  of  Meat  and  Other  Foods  (Tables  XV  &  XVI) 

During  the  year  232  bovines,  602  sheep  and  231  pigs  were  inspected  at  the 
two  licenced  slaughterhouses  situated  in  the  district. 

A  total  of  8  cwts.  and  24  lbs.  of  carcase  meat  and  offal  was  condemned. 

The  significant  decline  in  the  incidence  of  bovine  tuberculosis  is  an 
indication  of  the  success  of  Ministerial  efforts  to  eradicate  the  disease 
from  the  Nation* s  cattle  herds.  . 

A  total  of  3  cwts.  2  qrs.  and  14  lbs.  of  other  foodstuffs  was  also 
condemned  during  the  year. 

Two  successful  prosecutions  were  taken  by  the  Council  during  the  year  under 
section  8  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955,  in  respect  of  the  sale  etc.  of  mouldy 
food.  Details  of  the  respective  cases  are  as  follows: - 

Case  No.  T 


This  case  concerned  the  sale  and  exposure  for  sale  of  cooked  chickens  from 
a  shop  within  the  district  which  were  held  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

The  matter  was  first  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Department  on  the  17th  May, 
by  a  woman  who  complained  that  she  had  earlier  that  day  purchased  from  a  local 
shop  a  half  portion  of  cooked  chicken  which  she  had  later  discovered  to  be 
covered  with  an  extensive  mould  growth.  This  part  chicken  was  examined  at  the 
Health  Office  later  that  afternoon  and  a  visit  was  straightway  made  to  the  shop, 
where  a  further  four  whole  and  two  half  chickens,  displayed  in  a  rotary  barbecue, 
were  found  to  be  in  a  similar  condition.  The  shopkeeper  was  interviewed  at  this 
time  but  left  the  premises  before  the  examination  of  the  displayed  chickens  was 
completed,  with  the  result  that  they  had  to  be  seized,  since  the  assistant  had 
no  authority  to  surrender  them  voluntarily.  The  chickens  were  later  seen  and 
condemned  by  a  Magistrate.  The  case  was  heard  before  the  Manchester  County 
Magistrates  on  the  21st  June  and  the  defendant,  who  pleaded  guilty,  was  fined 
£30  and  ordered  to  pay  £5.  5.  0dr  costs. 

Case  No.  2 


This  case  concerned  the  sale  and  exposure  for  sale  of  "apple  meringue" 
cakes  which  were  held  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  and  involved  the  local 
branch  shop  of  a  large  firm  of  Nationally  known  bakers  and  confectioners. 
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This  matter  was  drawn  to  the  Departments  attention  by  a  complaint  from  a 
local  woman  on  the  23rd  August  who  stated  that  a  few  minutes  previously  she  had 
purchased  four  ''apple  meringues"  from  a  shop  within  the  district  and  upon 
arriving  home  found  the  insides  visibly  affected  by  mould.  The  shop  was 
immediately  visited,  the  circumstances  explained  to  the  manageress,  and  remaining 
stocks  of  apple  meringues  of  the  same  batch  delivered  from  the  central  bakery 
were  examined,  with  the  result  that  a  further  dozen  cakes  in  similar  condition 
were  found  on  display.  The  Bakery  Assistant  iManager  was  summoned  to  the  shop 
and  he  voluntarily  surrendered  the  dozen  mould  affected  cakes.  The  explanation 
advanced  for  the  occurrence  was  that  the  Cakes  had  been  delivered  five  days 
previously  and  should  have  been  returned  to  the  bakery  on  the  morning  of  the 
day  that  the  sale  was  made,  but  that  a  misunderstanding  of  this  directive  had 
occurred  amongst  the  staff. 

The  following  morning  a  complaint  was  received  from  another  customer  who 
had  purchased  six  apple  meringues  from  the  same  shop  on  the  23rd.  Three  and  a 
half  of  these  meringues  were  eaten  for  tea  on  the  day  of  purchase  before 
internal  mould  on  the  remainder  was  discovered.  Investigation  revealed  that 
these  six  were  from  the  same  consignment  as  the  ones  which  had  been  the 
subject  of  complaint  the  previous  day. 

The  case  was  heard  before  the  Manchester  County  Magistrates  on  the  8th 
November  and  bopfr  parties  were  represented  by  Counsel.  The  case  for  the  defence 
rested  on  the  assertion  that  whilst  the  food  was  contaminated  it  was  neverthe¬ 
less  fit  for  human  consumption,  and  that  the  prosecution  should  have  been  taken 
under  section  2  of  the  Act,  in  which  case  the  defendents  would  have  been 
prepared  to  plead  guilty  to  the  sale  of  food  which  was  not  of  the  quality 
demanded. 

The  hearing  proved  most  interesting  and  served  to  illustrate  the  recognised 
difficulties  involved  in  taking  prosecutions  unier  section  8  for  mouldy  food¬ 
stuffs,  The  constant  reference  to  previous  High  Court  decisions  amplified  the 
problem,  for  the  defence  quoted  Lord  Chief  Justice  Goddard’s  interpretation 
that  "unfit  for  human  consumption"  of  necessity  implied  that  injury  to  health 
would  have  to  be  caused  if  the  food  was  eaten.  A  later  and  contradictary 
judgement  made  by  Lord  Chief  Justice  Parker  was  quoted  by  the  prosecution,  and 
this  expressed  the  view  that  food  may  be  unfit  for  human  consumption  whether  or 
not  there  would  be  injury  to  health,  if  it  was  eaten. 

The  Magistrates  found  the  charges  proved  because  of  the  extent  of  mould 
growth  on  the  cakes  and  the  defendants  were  fined  a  total  of  £20  and  ordered  to 
pay  23  guineas  costs. 
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(b)  Adulteration  of  Food  (Table  XVII) 


The  Lancashire  County  Council  are  responsible  for  this  aspect  of  the  work 
and  the  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  accordingly  supplied  the  relevant 
information,  which  is  contained  in  table  XVII  of  the  Report, 

A  grand  total  of  205  samples  was  obtained,  consisting  of  124  samples  of 
milk  (4  of  which  were  Channel  Islands  milk)  and  81  others. 

Details  of  the  5  samples  upon  which  the  County  .Analyst  gave  adverse 
reports  are  given  in  table  XVII. 

(c)  Food  Hygiene  (Tables  XI,  XVII,  XIX) 

Routine  inspections  were  again  carried  out  at  various  types  of  food 
premises,  but  regrettably  as  in  previous  years,  this  aspect  of  the  work  had 
suffered  as  a  result  of  the  pressures  of  other  duties. 

The  general  standard  of  hygiene  in  shops  throughout  the  district  appears 
to  be  satisfactory  and  it  is  true  to  say  that  it  has  tended  to  improve,  more  so 
in  recent  years  as  the  public  has  become  progressively  more  clean  food  conscious. 
Food  hygiene  is,  therefore,  largely  a  question  of  education  and  our  efforts 
should  be  channelled  in  this  direction. 

The  increased  use  of  refrigerated  food  display  cabinets  is  worthy  of 
mention  and  whilst  they  can  prove  of  invaluable  service  they  are  not  always 
used  in  the  most  common  sense  fashion.  Stocking  of  the  foodstuffs  above  the 
recommended  level  is  not  an  infrequent  failing. 

(d)  Ice  Cream 


3  premises  situated  within  the  district  are  registered  for  the  manufacture 
of  ice  cream. 

The  4  bacteriological  samples  taken  during  the  year  were  all  placed  in 
Grade  I. 
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ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 


Domestic 

The  Districts  first  smoke  control  area  was  confirmed  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  in  the  first  half  of  the  year,  and  came  into 
operation  on  the  1st  November.  The  area,  some  168  acres  in  extent,  principally 
comprises  new  Council  development  together  with  a  few  houses  in  private  owner¬ 
ship.  The  area  comprised  about  450  houses  at  the  end  of  the  year  but  it  will 
embrace  approximately  1200  houses  and  shops  when  development  is  finally 
completed. 

Survey  of  the  proposed  Central  Ward  smoke  control  area  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  was  almost  completed  by  the  year  end.  The  delay  occurred 
in  completing  the  survey  of  this  area  was  due  largely  to  the  problem  of  staff 
availability  and  the  pressure  of  other  duties. 

Industrial 


The  detailed  survey  of  boiler  plant  commenced  in  1960,  was  continued  during 
the  year,  and  as  in  the  previous  year  advice  was  given  to  the  operations  of  such 
plant  in  an  attempt  to  prevent  contraventions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act. 

A  number  of  smoke  observations  of  factory  chimneys  were  conducted  during 
the  year  and  in  two  cases  contraventions  were  recorded.  In  both  instances  the 
Council  decided  to  issue  a  strong  warning  in  preference  to  taking  legal 
proceedings.  Both  offenders  subsequently  took  measures  to  prevent  a  recurrence 
of  the  nuisance. 

The  continuance  of  smoke  emission  from  railway  locomotives  operating  on  the 
various  mineral  railways  within  the  District  was  the  subject  of  numerous 
complaints  made  during  the  year  by  persons  resident  near  to  the  lines.  The 
problem  of  smoke  from  the  locomotives  hauling  loaded  wagons  against  the 
appreciable  gradients  remains  largely  unresolved,  and  the  only  really  satisfac¬ 
tory  remedy  would  appear  to  be  replacement  of  the  steam  locomotives  by  diesel 
engines  of  comparable  size. 

A  satisfactory  conclusion  was  achieved  at  the  year  end  of  a  long  standing 
nuisance  of  fume  emission  from  two  cupolas  at  a  foundry  in  the  district.  After 
several  consultations  with  the  management  they  were  finally  persuaded  to  take 
positive  steps  to  alleviate  the  nuisance  and  as  a  result  wet  type  arrestors  were 
fitted.  These  have  had  the  effect  of  practically  eliminating  both  grit  and  fume 
emission. 
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Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution 


The  Council  are  Members  of  the  South  East  Lancashire  and  North  Cheshire 
Consultative  Committee  for  the  Investigation  of  Atmospheric  Pollution.  At  the 
beginning  of  the  year  three  lead  peroxide  instruments  were  operating  within 
the  district,  the  results  being  supplied  to  the  Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research.  In  February  the  instrument  situated  on  the  Walkden 
Cricket  ground  was  damaged  and  was  not  replaced.  In  its  place  a  volumetric 
apparatus,  which  is  considered  by  D.S.I.R.  to  be  more  reliable  in  the 
measurement  of  air  pollution,  was  installed  at  the  Public  Health  Department. 
The  results  of  these  investigations  are  given  in  Table  XX. 

The  readings  followed  a  similar  pattern  to  the  previous  year,  January  and 
December  showing  the  highest  readings  and  the  summer  months,  June  to  August, 
giving  the  lowest.  There  was  a  slight  decrease  in  pollution  for  the  year 
1960/61,  both  at  Parr  Fold  Park  2.16  mgms  302  per  day/100  cms  P602  (2.38  in 
1959/60)  and  at  Peel  Park  2.17  (2.29  in  1959/60). 

It  is  perhaps  significant  that  for  the  first  time  the  readings  at  Peel 
Park  exceeded  those  at  Parr  Fold  Park.  Whilst  it  may  not  be  wise  to  form  a 
conclusive  opinion  on  one  yearfs  figures,  it  may  well  be  due  to  the  increased 
building  which  is  taking  place  in  the  Little  Hulton  area. 

GENERAL  SANITATION 


Water  Supply 


All  houses  in  the  district  except  the  farm  cottage  at  Rawsons  i’th'Nook 
are  connected  to  the  public  water  supplies. 

The  northern  portion  of  the  district  is  supplied  from  the  Bolton 
Corporation  mains  and  Manchester  Corporation  supply  water  to  the  southern  part 
of  the  district. 

One  sample  of  water  from  each  of  the  two  public  supplies  was  found  to  be 
satisfactory. 

One  sample  from  the  shallow  well  at  Rawsons  i'th'Nook  was  of  satisfactory 
quality. 

Streams 


On  two  occasions  during  the  year  pollutions  of  streams  occurred  as  a 
result  of  either  choked  drains  or  sewers.  The  period  of  pollutions  was  of 
short  duration. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 


The  drainage  and  sewerage  system  of  the  district  is  partly  of  the  dual  and 
partly  of  the  combined  system  and,  except  for  a  few  isolated  areas,  covers  the 
entire  district. 

The  Holyoake  Road  relief  surface  water  sewer  was  completed  during  the  year. 

All  the  sewage  from  the  district  with  the  exception  of  that  from  the  Worsley 
Road  North  area,  which  is  treated  at  the  Kearsley  Works  of  the  Bolton  and  District 
Joint  Sewage  Board,  is  conveyed  by  trunk  sewer  to  the  Eccies  Corporation  Sewage 
Works.  A  new  sewage  works  is  at  present  being  constructed  at  the  Sycamores, 

Little  Hulton,  and  sewage  from  the  Little  Hulton  section  of  the  district  will  be 
treated  at  this  works  when  completed. 

Sanitary  Accomnodation

The  Council  have  agreed  in  principle  to  the  provision  of  a  new  public 
conveniences  in  the  District  Shopping  Centres,  both  at  Walkden  and  Little  Hulton, 
and  also  at  Boothstown.  A  suitable  site  in  Simpson  Road,  Boothstown,  was 
purchased  during  the  year  and  it  is  hoped  that  building  will  be  commenced  during 
the  next  financial  year. 


Insect  Control 

Disinfestations  were  carried  out  at  25  houses  found  to  be  infested  with 
bugs  and  at  34  premises  infested  with  other  types  of  insects. 

A  variety  of  insecticides  including  D.D.T.,  pyrethrum  and  malathion  were 
used  by  the  department  in  the  eradication  of  these  insect  pests. 
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Factories  (Table  XXI) 


One  factory  was  found  to  have  unsatisfactory  sanitary  accomodation  and 
three  with  defective  sanitary  accommodation. 

Shops 


62  Visits  were  made  to  shops  in  connection  with  the  health  provisions  of 
the  Shops  Act,  and  34  visits  regarding  closing  hours. 

No  contraventions  were  discovered. 

Noise  Abatement.  1960 

The  Noise  Abatement  Act,  i960,  which  came  into  force  on  the  27th  November, 
1960,  made  noise  or  vibration  which  is  a  nuisance  a  statutory  nuisance  for  which 
action  can  be  taken  under  part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 

Several  complaints  were  received,  all  of  which  were  of  a  minor  character 
except  one  from  the  tenants  of  a  block  of  houses,  which,  in  recent  years,  have 
become  engulfed  by  industrial  development.  Not  long  ago  the  cottages  had  a  wide 
open  aspect  both  at  the  front  and  rear  but  now  they  have  an  engineering  factory 
at  their  back  door  and  a  foundry  at  their  front.  Complaints  were  made  of  noise 
from  compressors,  noise  from  increased  traffic  serving  the  factories  and  of 
foundry  noises,  particularly  in  the  early  hours  of  the  morning.  No  solution  to 
the  problem  had  been  found  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Cases  such  as  this  illustrate  the  conflict  of  interest  which  faces  Town 
Planners  when  zoning  a  district  for  industrial  and  residential  purposes. 

Rodent  Control  (Table  XXII) 

One  full-time  operative  is  employed  on  this  work.  A  free  service  is  given 
to  householders  and  a  charge  is  made  for  treatments  carried  out  at  business 
premises . 

417  treatments  for  rats  and  mice  were  carried  out  at  private  dwellinghouses 
and  108  treatments  at  other  types  of  premises. 

The  Council’s  sewers  were  baited  twice  during  the  year.  No  serious 
infestation  was  discovered.

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 
( a)  Refuse  Collection 

Although  some  improvement  in  refuse  collection  was  achieved,  a  regular  seven 
day  collection  in  all  parts  of  the  district  could  not  be  maintained  throughout 
the  whole  of  the  year.  Delays  followed  holiday  periods  and  during  periods  of 
staff  shortage  due  to  sickness.  I  am  more  than  ever  convinced  that  some  form  of 
incentive  will  have  to  be  provided  to  encourage  the  refuse  collectors  to  make 
that  extra  effort  required  to  resume  the  weekly  sequence. 

Certain  recommendations  made  to  the  Council  both  by  the  Organisation  and 
Methods  team  and  myself  were  implemented  during  the  year. 

The  first  was  the  appointment  of  Mr.  R.  E.  Daubney  in  April  as  refuse 
collection  supervisor  to  work  under  Mr.  Smith,  Highways  Superintendent  and 
Cleansing  Officer.  This  appointment  had  become  necessary  due  to  the  growth  of 
the  district  and  the  cleansing  department. 

A  new  Karrier/Blenheim  compression  refuse  vehicle  was  ordered  during  the 
year  but  the  strike  of  workmen  at  the  Karrier  factory  caused  some  delay  in 
delivery,  which  could  not  be  made  during  the  year  under  the  review.  The  increase 
in  volume  of  refuse  being  produced  by  householders  has  in  my  opinion  justified 
the  Council's  decision  to  purchase  this  type  of  vehicle. 

The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  adopted  at  the  maisonettes  on 
the  District  Shopping  Centre,  Little  Hulton,  and  proved  successful  both  to 
tenants  and  the  refuse  collectors.  I  can  forsee  a  great  future  for  this  system 
which  is  hygienic  and  noiseless. 

Many  demands  were  made  on  the  department  to  collect  the  residue  of  furniture 
and  effects  from  houses  where  old  people  had  died  or  entered  hospital.  These 
present  a  problem  when  the  service  is  already  extended  to  the  limit.  Consequently 
overtime  had  to  be  worked  to  cope  with  them. 

In  November  the  department  received  a  severe  blow  when  two  refuse  vehicles 
were  damaged  by  fire  in  a  temporary  garage.  Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Salford 
and  Eccles  Corporations,  who  generously  loaned  us  refuse  vehicles  at  different 
times.  With  this  aid  the  department  was  able  to  get  through  a  very  difficult 
period . 
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(b)  Refuse  Disposal 


During  the  year  refuse  was  disposed  of  on  Berry field  Tip,  Harriet  Street 
playing  fields,  and  on  a  small  field  adjoining  Berryfield  Tip, 

An  extensive  flood  prevention  scheme  in  the  Berryfield  Tip  area  was  begun 
jointly  by  the  National  Coal  Board  and  the  Council,  The  tipping  of  pit  spoil 
and  household  refuse  had  created  a  basin  which  resulted  in  the  flooding  of  the 
occupation  road  to  the  tip  and  nearby  farms.  To  overcome  this  the  road  was 
raised  ten  feet  ct  its  greatest  height  by  the  tipping  of  colliery  waste  by  the 
National  Coal  Board,  and  the  Council  began  the  infilling  of  a  two  acre  field 
to  bring  it  up  to  road  level.  During  the  period  of  roadworks,  tipping  had  to 
be  transferred  to  Harriet  Street  playing  fields,  where  a  depression  was  raised 
in  preparation  for  the  construction  of  a  sports  arena. 

In  addition  to  household  refuse  large  quantities  of  trade  waste  were 
received  at  the  tip  and  it  was  found  that  the  Chaseside  Shovel  purchased  in 
1955  was  unable  to  cope  satisfactorily  with  the  refuse  at  all  times.  A  Drott- 
Slcid  Shovel  was  ordered  during  the  year  and  it  is  expected  that  a  machine  of 
this  type  will  be  better  suited  for  the  job. 

In  the  fire,  which  damaged  two  refuse  vehicles,  the  hand  paper  baling 
press  was  also  destroyed  together  with  a  quantity  of  baled  waste  paper.  This 
press  was  replaced  by  an  electric  press  which  should  reduce  fatigue  of  balers 
and  increase  output. 

(c)  Salvage 

The  income  from  salvaged  materials  amounted  to  £1384.  7.  6d. 
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Adjusted:  Live  birth  rate  (comparability  factor  0.93)  =  15.1  per  1,000 
Death  rate  (comparability  factor  1.36)  =  13.9  per  1,000
